Lima was one grand prooossions of 
carts, creaking undor their weight of 
goods and furniture, and resembled New 
York on M.ay Day. Families moved 
up to Lima from Callao to escapo tho 
Boa, and out of Lima to the noighboriDg 
towns, plantations, and even the opeu 
pampas or fields, to escapo tho coming 
earthquake, Merchants even 6ont the ii 
goods away, wholo blocks of strode were 
closed, and nothing was to bo soon in 
tho streets once so full ot life and fashion 
but the ponderoas-whoolod oarls and 
the poor balf-Blarvod mules, toiling un- 
der their hoavy loads. The 28th camo 
in clear and sunshiny. You could walk 
entire stroeta in Callao, and not meet a 
solitary human being not, oven a dog; 
and oven tho turkey bnzzard, taking the 
'alarm, had fled, to find other pickings 
jolted doors and closed window shut- 
ters wero visiblo on every sids, and 
Goldsmith's 'Dosorted Village' found its 
description hero. In Lima, tho churches 
wore open all day, and crowds kuolt in 
tho dim aisles while a solemn muss was 
Bung. H'tsiuess was at a stand-Hill . 
^On the nigh: of tho28th, nearly all tho 
Poruvitins Blopt in hastily-constructed 
tents and booths out in the open fields, 
away from the sounding sea; winch 
really on that oveuing did seem to send 
forth adooper diapasiou than usual, li 
was a night of alarms, but alarms only 
Thoives wero bu*y, although the police 
forco was doubled to watoh over the clo, 
cd and deserted buildings. -No earth- 
quake occurred, but tho pooplo said 
"Wo shall have it on the 30th." 

The night of the 30ih, at sundown, all tho 
Stores we.o clo e ed. There were hardly hvo 
people in tho etreeis. 1 saw one solitary 
woman walk. eg with Let boaband, who was 
the victim Ol all eyes, as ll her temerity 
waawi.hoituDsrollel. The train of cars 
that came up to Lima Iron.. Callao was 
crowded with fugitives. All night long 
people fled on ftot 10 the open field*. U 
subject ooly waa the general theme : '/ 
Wescaped SO well jo August tola! deduc- 
tion, our time has come uow, and Lima and 
Callao will doubtlees bo bid in wnei bo. 
ruins.' It was a night ol geaejftl horror ar.d 
R loom. No one slept, yet

A fow years ago «n American TolCn 
graph Company pushed their line West 
from San Francisco to tho confineB of 
British Columbia, and, under tho pro- 
visions of an Ordinanoo framed for that 
purpoio by our Legislature, through 
the colony to New Westminster, thence 
to Quesnelmoulh, and north as far bb 
Tatla Lake. A branch was also con- 
structed to Victoria, tho junction being 
Swinomlsb, W. T. ; and. more recent- 
ly, & branch was constructed from Ques- 
elmouth to Barkervillo, and unother 
from New Westminster toBurrard Inlet. 
With tho exception of tho two last men- 
tioned branches tho entire work was 
carried through with ioreign capital 
and at the solo expenso ol tho company. 
It will scarcely be necessary to si ate that 
the work was not originally intended as a 
local one ; but it was merely a part of 
a great sohemo of girdling tho globe, a 
Bclicmo abandoned upon tho successful 
spanning of the Atlantic. Tho aban- 
doumont of the greator scheme left this 
work in tho position of a looal lino, and 
ns suoh it has been maintained and 
worked ot contiderablo loss to the com- 
pany up to tho present. Tired at length 
of an enterprise involving a consider- 
able annual deficit and presenting httlo 
prospect ol early improvement, the com- 
pany now -omc beforo tho Colonial 
Government with a definito proposition; 
and it is with that wo now propose to 
deal. Although to a great extent in 
tho dark as to the prociso details of the 
proposition placed beforo the Executive, 
yet we venture to think that we ahull 
be enabled to etato the main features 
of it with sufficient accuracy for pres- 
ent purposes. The proposition ol the 
oompony may be regarded as boing sub- 
stantially this : The whole of tho line 
within the colony, excepting tho branch 
from Swinomish to Victoria, to bo given 
over to the Government, together with 
all the instruments, appliances and max 
terial, free of chargo; the Government 
to transfer to the line botween hero aud 
Portland tho annual subsidy of §4,500 
paid to the colonial Hue last year; the 
company to graut the Government tho 
ireo use of their line connecting Victoria 
with the Mainlaud; and also tho right 
of free transmission of all official dis- 
patches over their lino to San Fraueis> 
co. First, let us regard the proposi- 
tion from a puroly business and coU nial 
standpoint. The line from New West 
minstor to Queenelmouth is 4C0 miles 
in length, and that from New Westmis- 
Bter to the junction at Swinomish is 75 
miles in length. Under present condi- 
tions it would cost, on an average, $250 
a mile to construct and equip tho Hoe. 
It cost the company 50 per cent. more. 
At $250 a milo the line which it is pro- 
posed to surrender to the colony rtprc- 
sents a present cash value of $118,750. 
Bnt, what is it worth to the colony ? It 
can, in the present stato of things, bo 
maintained at an annual outlay of about 
$5,000 in excess of receipts. It is pre- 
sumable that 85,000 a year is not an 
exorbitant sum for the colony to pay in 
order to secure the advautagee of tele- 
graphic commuuication from tho son- 
board to the most remote sottloment. 
A einglo emorgency might at any time 
urise in wbkh tho tolegraph might be 
worth more to tho colony than thai sum. 
And then, one cannot asBamo that there 
will be no piogress. Every year must 
mark sorno advancement; and the tolo^ 
graph must, year by year, become 
moro usod and loss unromunerative. 
Indeed, the telegraph might ba so 
worked in connection with tho Postal 
Department as to render it a great 
publio good. Thus, confining tho 
view entirely within the colony, wo can- 
not think the Government would be 
justified in pci milting the country to be 
deprived of its telegraphic syBtom, 
when an annual expenditure of $5,000 
would suffice to avert such a retro- 
gressive step, — a stop, bo it renumber- 
ed, involving not alone tho suspension 
of telegraphic communication, but the 
total abandonment and loss of property 
whicb, for telegraphio purpose*, repre- 
sents a eath valued of, say Sl2U,0U0, 
— for to ceaso to maintain tho tele- 
graph even lor a season is, wo nr-od 
hardly say, to incur th<j loss of it. Need 
we stop bore to point out tho influonco 
abandonment would havo upon any 
future enterprise of tho kind 1 It was 
no small matter to bo placed in posses- 
sion of a complete telegraphio system 
atBOoarly a stage in tho history of the 
colony, not only without being callod 
upon to contribute a single dollar, but, 
on tho contrary, enjoying tho ad van. 
tageB'of tbo expenditure of upwards 
of $150,000, of foreign capital in the 
establishment of tLm system, and < f a 
large annual expenditure in maintaining 
it. But, let that enterprise bo wholly 
abandoned now, and wo hIiuII have to 
wait a long time for capitalists to con- 
struct, another telegraphio system, llu- 
garding Confederation as being closo at 
baud and romcmboring that trans 
continental telographio communication 
through British territory is un inJesponH- 
ablo item in thut great scheme ef empire, 
lot ua look at this lino of which wo havo 
been speaking as a section of tho 
trans-continental telbgFdphiO system 
It is no small matter to bo in a position 
to toll tho Canadian Government that 
this colony already possesses its own 
section of tho iiiter"Oceiiuio lino ; noi 
would it bo a trifliiig consideration that 
we should thus bo enabled, in nogotiat» 
iug terms of union, to iuoludo in tho as" 
pots of British Columbia an Horn of 

mm . 



$120,000. Of course tho line would, 

in due timo, be assumed and maintained 
by tbo Federal Government. Viewing 
tbofubjoot in tho two-fold aspect in 
which wo havo thus briefly ondoavoured 
to present it, surely no two opinions 
can pcssibly exist ns to tho duty 
of tho Government. To permit 
such a disaster as the deprivation of our 
telegraphic system and tho abandon- 
ment and total" loss of so valuable a props 
erty, when n trifling temporary oxpen* 
dituro would suvo all, would be an act 
of folly as inexplicnblo as if would cor-, 
tainly bo inexcusable. It, will bo ob- 
served that wo havo oonQnod our re- 
marks chifloy to the portion of the tel- 
egraphic system which the company 
proposo bauding over to tho Govern- 
ment. That port of tho proposition 
which applies to tho lino connecting 
Vancouver Island with the Mainland, 
and the whole with the rest of tho world, 
may bo considered as resting upon its 
own bottom. An annual subsidy of 
$4,500 is not a high price at which to re- 
tain these connections, to say nothing 
about tho p'rivilige of transmitting froo 
of charge all Government messBges ovor 
the whole distance to San Frauuseo. 
Wo believe the proposition of tbo Tole- 
graph Company has been formally placed 
before tho Government, and Wo havo 
conceived it to be our duty to take th« 
earliest opportunity of placing tbo main 
foaiurcs beforo tho public, feeling well 
assured that tho unanimous verdict ol 
public opinion will ho in favor of ac- 
cepting a preposition which must be 
regurded us being, under all tho circum- 
stances, fair aud liberal.

— Yesterday afternoon Mr 
Pemberton proceeded to Ksquimalt lojhold an 
inquest into the circumstances attending the 
late destructive Ore at the Crown Hotel. A 
jury was empanneled and several witnesses 
examined, the evidonce or noarly all ol whom 
pointed directly to the dastiuctioti of ibe be- 
tel &a iho act of iaconduries. Furniture, 
carpets and antimacassars, thoroughly «uiu» 
lated wilh coal oil, wore produced. Some ol 
tfto,-o articles were taken from the room in 
which the fire orig'nated and from rooms 
remote from it, it was proved that two 
eans of ooal oil had lately been brought from 
Victoria (or Thomas Tugwell, the proprietor, 
and that when the: firo broke out Wm Young, 
Tugwell'a barman, showed great indifference 
^od npalby. Mr H Cox, a boarder at the 
hotel, and a servantraan, deposed to hearing 
aiysterious movements about the houso late 
at night, and o noise as if some person was 
cutting through a partition and removing 
laths and plaster. It woa shown that there 
was very little stock or furniture in the hotel 
belonging to Tugwoll. Ho was insured for 
8700. Most of tho furniture in the hotel bo- 
longed to Mrs Cox, who was absent at the 
time of tho fire and was uninsured. This 
lady also deposed that in a box benejlh her 
bed she left silver plate and jewelry, valued 
at §1000, the box was produced before the 
Coroner— it was empty and had evidently 
been tilled ol iti contents befbrj the fire. Mr 
H E Wilby swore that ho had been im- 
pressed for somo days with the belief that a 
firo would break out at Tu^well's, and that 
bsfore proceeding to the sale of Tu^weli's 
property on tbo E'uuimalt Road — wbioh sale 
was in progress when the fire broke out — be 
told hi* wife that should a tire occur during 
his abaenco to send a messenger to him on 
horseback.

Consultum ot September last, which he said 
ho hadproposod wilh the purposo of inaugu- 
rating a new era ol eonciliulici und progrosa.

The Empress was 
present beoauao I dosirad her to testify 
the sympathy of Franco wilh the wondor- 
lul genius and presorveranoe or a French- 
man.' Tha Emperor concludes with the 
following words : 'Measienra, you resume 
your labors after an unusual interruption of 
tbe session, I bopo the bodies of Stute will 
apply legally the modifications lately made 
in tho constitution. There is to bo more 
direct participation of tho nation in its own 
affairs. This will bo a new force for tbe 
empiie. May tho Chambers provo that,

An inquiry 
into the excise, and aleo a project of a law 
regarding customs duties.
